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REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 10-14, 16-23, 25-39, 41 and 55-109 are pending in the present 
application. In the Office Action dated March 15, 2005, the Examiner objected to claim 13 
because of the limitation "a composite laminate dielectric layer having a thickness of about 2-5 
nm comprising a first layer of ZrCV should read, "a composite laminate dielectric layer 
comprising a first layer of ZrO? having a thickness of about 2-5 nm." Claims 14 and 16-20 
depend on independent claim 13 and are thus similarly objected to. Independent claim 21 is 
objected to because of the text "+24." Claims 22, 23 and 25-31 depend on independent claim 21 
and are thus similarly objected to. Independent claim 32 is objected to because its status is 
incorrectly listed as "Original." Claim 36 is objected to because "wherein the wherein" should 
read "wherein." Dependent claims 101-107 and 109 are objected to because they are identical to 
dependent claims 33-39 and 41, respectively. Claim 104 is further objected to because "wherein 
the wherein" should read "wherein." Claim 108 is objected to because it does not further limit 
independent claim 32, on which it depends. Claims 32-39 and 41 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 33-39 and 41 depend 
on independent claim 32 and are thus similarly rejected. Claims 1-8, 10-12 and 55-100 are 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicants have amended claim 13 to read "a composite laminate dielectric layer 
comprising a first layer of ZK>2 having a thickness of about 2-5 nm." Claim 21 has been 
amended to delete the text "+24," which is a typographical error. Claim 32 has been amended to 
delete the limitation "if the first or second layer is lanthanide oxide." Claim 36 has been 
amended to delete the text "the wherein," which is a typographical error. Claims 101-109 have 
amended to change the claim dependency from claim 32 to claim 100. Finally, claim 104 has 
also been amended to delete the text "the wherein," which is a typographical error. Accordingly, 
all of the above amendments address either typographical errors or conform the claims to subject 
matter that the Examiner previously indicated was allowable. 

As previously stated, this amendment is made to facilitate prosecution of certain 
embodiments of the invention and is not an admission that applicants agree with the Examiner's 
grounds of rejection of the original claims. Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the original 
claims in a continuation application and to demonstrate their patentability over the cited art. 
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All of the claims remaining in the application are now clearly allowable. 
Favorable consideration and a Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
